“M, Molotov, said he thought it war 
porible to believe in the pacific and 
democratic ampirit of the German 
people and thar if the clause was 
Inserted in their constitution = com- 
pelling them to abide by the peace 
treaty, Germany would become: ' ‘per- 
petually dependent ‘on the other ma- 
tions.” 

Assuming that the four power 
control would continue: in Germany 
after the adoption of a constitution, 
there was no fear that the provisions 
of a peace treaty would be violated. 

The clause would make Germany 
dependent on the caprice of a victor 
and end by reducing her to a colony. 
Germany ‘would be unable ta build 
a trite and peaceful democracy, M. 
Molotov added, 

Mr, Marshall declared that he did, 
not ace how the clause could have 
the effect described by M. Molotov 
any more than the peace treaty it- 
self would. 

Mr, Bevin said he was surpeined 
at M. Molotov's remarks, which, he 
said, insinuated that those three 
countries who were’ working for in- 
serting the clause necessarily wished 
to reduce Gsrmany to a colony.
